iMdiictiuing the policy of diriding Ihf 
prufetatun of tbe Uw inlo barriateri and 
attorney*, tl 5 uung communitie., it i*not 
tioilliporl*nl M aactruin trhat ii lite aLalc 
of Ibc legal body >nd (heir client! 
in limiUr wetrtiea to our tw> in 
other part* of the world. In the 
different Stale) at the American Uoina 
— in Cauda— in Van Dtetnen'* Land, 
•nd, are believe, in «U the Wt* India 
liladdi, except iog Jamaica, both copskI 
and auatney* pnetite in either capacity. 
It may therefore be aafely inferred, thai 
vthateier may b* the inconienienee* re- 
tuhirt| tnteeirtur, if any niat— they an 
not cosiidrrable enough lo demand any 
Change cormpondent to Iht condition of 
the te«| prof™ to a in England.

We hare heard it alleged that tevem! 
beneficill etldi are secured thereby, lit, 
precuioti in practice ; 2nd, greater cheap- 
neu, retulliog from the dieition of la- 
bour i 3rd, greater reapeclabihty lo the 
profenian itwlf. At lo the alleged pre- 
ciiioo, we think that point il easily dit- 
poaed of. If it were absolutely true, that 
thn no highly deaidf rated preti lion were 
really attained, ihe question sltll 
preienU itteif, whether, like any other 
adeantage, it may not be purchased too 
dearly. Prect.iuh, after all, is merely 
ancillary to the more lubitaatial purposes 
of Uw, All the precision a mine 
creditor wartta is a. much as will 
avail him to recover hi* demand 
f-orrt the debtor wed. Any am uu at of 
precision beyond this, ii an idle refine- 
ment, and a waste of human ingenuity. 
Now when the reader learnt, as we have 
done, that before the dmaion of the pro- 
fession inlo banitteta and attorney* the 
average expentc of an actinn in the Su- 
preme Court did not much eiceed one* 
half of what it costs tn the present day, 
we are inclined to think that this much 
vaunted precition, even if it were had, 
will be coniidetcd as extravagantly paid 
for by the present aydem, But when 
we have not got the a Urge J advantage,— 
as »« believe we hare not, — the argument 
on this point falls lo the ground. Lounge 
into the Supreme Conrt any day you will, 
and it is an aien chance you catch thr 
whole legal body intent upon the dis- 
cussion of tome miserable and unsub- 
stantial point of form, which no reasonable 
being could look grate oter, but from 
king practice of face. One-half of the time 
of the Court is ttill taken up with mere 
technical arguments, and every banco 
day see j motions upon motions dis- 
missed with costs, upon preliminary 
objections, The precision contended for 
then, we have not got, and therefore no 
great, if any, sacrifice in thii respect, will 
be inrelred by a recurrence to the old 
•yilem. Besides, absolute precision in 
practice ii not so tacted a quality as It 
used to be.

Liberal poweri of amendment have at 
length become part 0/ the law itself, for 
the clients of England hate at last ' 
refused to allow law yen any longer lo 
obtain their money under falae pretences s | 
administering preliminary objections, in 
ttic name of justice. By Ihe statute 3 
and 4 William IV., chap. 42, the Legit- 
lature, virtually, voted the cuminon law, 
in 1 hit respect, to be a common nuisance ; 
and, therefore, the Judges of England 
are now daily, under the above tegtala- 
tive authority, directing amendments at 
trials of variances between allegation, 
and poofs, which, under the old state of 
tbe faw, would have involved as many 
non suite. 

In thii respect, indeed, we would 
remark in passing, that our Judges 
have ihown themselves liberal minded 
lawyeri, (looking rather to the lubsiance 
than the ahatiuw of right) by promptly 
and effectually, oa every tUting occasion, 
permitting, similar amendment* here. 
Why, indeed, should tuitort be put to 
heavy expense, and exposed to unnecessary 
delay, in the rectification of errors, which 
everywhere, in the hurry of business, must 
be frequently unavoidable, — and which, 
in nineteen case* out of twenty, whether 
in triali or in motions, might, without in- 
justice to any one, be amended immedi- 
ately upon their being detected ? So 
much, then, for the arguments of pre- 
cition and cheapness. 

But what is to be said to the other 
petition, that a separate body of 
conduces to the greater re- 
of tbe profession, We confeaa 
" t force of Ihit position, 
nor can we understand the specific 

{rounds upon which it it put forwatd. 
1 it intended to be said, that a score or 
to of gentlemen, impressively got up itt 
wigs and gowns, and prevented from 
speaking upon legal matters lo laymen, 
are more respectable an that account than 
tin tame number of itngowned tolicitort, 
against w horn no such prohibition exists ' 
If to, it would teem to follow by almost 
neceaaary implication, that the dis- 
charge of a nolic: 101' ■ duties, and the 
maintenance of the gentleman cha- 
racter, are in some tort incompatible ; 
and that contact with clients muit cor- 
rupt the profeatioual character. But as a 
man is not necessarily a gentleman be 
cause he i* a barriiter, » is he not necet 
tartly leas than a gentleman because lie 
it an attorney ; and we hive 00 doubt 
that the reader can eaaily enumerate a 
tolerable lilt ol pern n I in the latter clan, 
in this very city, of whom, without any 
offence lo the higher Iranch, il may be 
•aid, that in all the essential qualities of 
a gentleman, they are not inferior 10 aay 
one who ever ate mtillon in in Inn of 
Court. 

But we may be lotd Ihit we miiuuder- 
itand the argument, and lltat thote who 
put it forward mean no more than thii, 
Tit. :— That the man whu acta at an 
advocate ought not, by too cloae 
communication with the client, to 
get hit pasaioni involved in tiie caae 
•o as lo become identified therewith. 
And why not 1 w* would ask. How , or 
to whom will harm result ia wneeauence, 1 
And if harm could result, we would fain 
aak how it is possible to prevent it, whilst 
the faculty of ad route, exist* in the 
world I It it in the very nature of men 
who dltcbaj|re this kind of doty, to feel 
•irongly upon a caae which they have in- 
tently regarded for tome time from • par 
Ueular point of view,— provided alwiyt 
the caae is one about which there it a 
moral poaaibility of men feeling dif- 
ferently. Advocates divided, or undi- 
vided, from the rest of the profession, 
and mutt be, an irritable class of 1 
everywhere.
